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Families grieve 
for a life-giver

Hundreds of mums and dads have paid 
heartfelt tribute to a Northampton fer¬ 
tility expert who helped thousands of 
childless couples start a family. 

William ‘Roy’ Davies, who was con¬ 
sultant obstetrician and gynaecologist 
at Northampton General Hospital, died 
suddenly before Christmas. 

Mr Davies, who set up the town’s first 
infertility clinic when he started his job 
at NGH in July 1985, was still employed 
at the hospital when he died. 

A tribute page has been set up in his 
memory on Facebook, which has 
brought an outpouring of tributes from 
hundreds of parents, all thanking him 
for bringing their children into the 
world. 

One mother, Rachel Pryor, aged 28, 
told the Northants Herald and Post that 
it was because of Mr Davies that she and 




her partner continued to try for a baby 
despite having three miscarriages. And 
now, both her and fiance Keith Hayers, 
from St Crispin, have a 15-month-old 
son called Benjamin. 

“Throughout my miscarriages, he was 
a rock,” she said. 

“He was the most selfless genuine gen¬ 
tleman you would ever meet. 

“I knew because I was under Mr 
Davies’s care that I was going to have a 
baby.” 

As well as using his expert knowledge 
to help people have children, in some 


cases he even delivered babies person¬ 
ally. Mr Davies’s secretary at NGH, 
Helen Joyce, has set up a Just Giving 
page in his memory with a target of £250 
to raise money for charity. 

By Sunday afternoon, the total was 
already at just over £1,000. And on 
Wednesday night, the figure stood at 
£ 6 , 000 . 

Following Mr Davies’ death, NGH 
released the following statement: 
“Following the sad loss of one of our col¬ 
leagues, consultant surgeon William 
‘Roy’ Davies, we have opened a book of 
remembrance in the chapel on Hospital 
Street for those who wish to pay their 
respects. 

“Mr Davies was a much respected and 
well-liked member of the Obstetrics & 
Gynaecology team who will be greatly 
missed by colleagues and patients 
alike.”

Rare disorder claimed teen 


s plea: ‘Avoid A&E’ 


A teenage girl who died at 
Northampton General Hospital 
after falling ill at Reading Festival 
had a rare disorder that doctors at 
Reading Hospital and NGH were 
unable to detect in time to save 
her. 

Esme Blore-Rimmer, from Bed¬ 
fordshire, left the music festival 
when she became repeatedly sick. 


She was so unwell that she was 
taken to A&E at Reading Hospital 
where tests carried out on her 
came back with normal results. 

Esme returned home to 
Stevington but continued vomiting 
throughout the night. 

Her family decided to take her to 
the out of hours GP but she col¬ 
lapsed before she made it to the 


car and 999 was called. Bedford 
did not have a paediatric facility 
open at the time and she was 
admitted to Northampton General 
Hospital where tests continued to 
show normal results despite con¬ 
tinued sickness. Esme suffered a 
cardiac arrest and a team of ten 
medics could not resuscitate her.

Northampton and Kettering 
General Hospitals have urged 
people not to attend its A&E 
departments unless ‘absolutely 
necessary’ following a surge in 
demand. 

NHS bosses in the county 
have made the urgent plea as 
attendances at both hospitals 
continue to rise since the New 


Year, which is causing ‘signifi¬ 
cant pressures’ in both A&E 
departments. 

As a result the local hospitals 
are coping with an ‘unusually 
large number’ of patients who 
are acutely ill and need high 
priority hospital care. 

And in order to cope with the 
demand NGH has cancelled 


non-urgent operations and 
made additional beds available. 

Deborah Needham, chief 
operating officer & deputy 
chief executive at NGH, 
said:“Clearly our staff are 
extremely busy dealing with 
medical emergencies so we are 
urging people only to come to 
hospital in a real emergency.”

It’s been very moving to witness the tide 
of grief rising up since Christmas since 
the death of the fertility specialist Roy 
Davies. 

Social media and Facebook in particu¬ 
lar has provided the people whose lives 
he touched with a forum to pay their 
respects and record their tributes. 

A Facebook group already existed in 
which the families he worked with 
recorded their appreciation for his 
efforts. After he died the group decided 
to ‘go public’ and at the time of writing 
this has accumulated over 1,400 mem¬ 
bers. 

As you read the posts that people have 
put there, the impact of this man emerg¬ 
es. It is not the number of tributes that 
quietly takes your breath away. 

It is the first child’s face you see. It 
might be a cheeky toddler, a tiny sleep¬ 
ing baby or even - after so many years of 
his work - a teenager smiling bashfully 
through an artfully unkempt fringe. 

These young people were dreams that 
he helped to make real and seeing them

The occasional posts from people who 
did not have successful outcomes but 
wanted to pay tribute to his compassion 
and care are equally poignant.

You accept their reaction with good 
grace whether it is anger at the intrusion 
or a need for you to sit down, forget about 
what time you are going to press and 
simply hear every word they have to say. 

It is important, however, for any news 
organisation concerned with telling the 
story of this part of the world to report on 
this. 

This man has been a hero to so many 
and it is only right that if the children of 
the children he helped make possible 
want to know one day - his story should 
be out there to take their breath away 
too. 

If you are one of those grieving we are 
truly and respectfully sorry for your loss.

Help to hold back the river 


Lawrence John learns how 
NERC helps to protect the 
county in an emergency

The December deluges have 
mainly hit the north of the 
country, but there is no 
room for complacency in the 
county as far as one com¬ 
munity organisation is con¬ 
cerned. 

The Northamptonshire 
Emergency Response Corps 
is urging people to get 
involved in helping to draw 
up and shape community 
flood plans. These would 
provide people in a village 
or area a specific place they 
can go and information as 
to what to do in the event of 
a flood. 

Emergency planning offic¬ 
er, Joanne Maddams, said 
the main aim of the group 
was to be prepared and it 
was knowing what to do and 
how to help in an emergen¬ 
cy- 

She said: “We can also help 
them come up with a house¬ 
hold emergency plan so they 
know where they can all 
meet if there was a flood. 

“This plan is all about 
making sure people are safe. 


With NERC we have flood 
wardens who make sure the 
ditches which need to be 
clear are clear so they are 
not blocked and they do not 
flood. 

“Whenever there is flood¬ 
ing in the county we have a 
debrief.” 

Volunteers are the life¬ 
blood of the NERC, and it 
always keen to hear from 
people who would like to get 
involved in its worthwhile 
work. 

NERC brings together the 
various agencies involved in 
emergency response in the 
county, and volunteers play 
a vital role. 

It’s members include the 
Northamptonshire 4X4 
Response Team, North¬ 
ampton Emergency Aid 
Team and Northants Search 
and Rescue, which are all 
staffed by volunteers. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de 
Savage, county council cab¬ 
inet member for strategic 
infrastructure, economic 
growth and public protec¬ 


tion, said: “The development 
of The North-amptonshire 
Emergency Response Corps 
should provide reassurance 
to people. We are continual¬ 
ly testing and improving our 
emergency response plans 
should the worst happen. 

“The recent floods in 
Cumbria are a reminder to 
us all of the importance of 
working together to help 
those in need when disaster 


strikes and we can all play a 
part. People can be pre¬ 
pared by planning an 
escape route from their 
home in the event of an 
emergency, and having a 
grab bag packed and ready. 

“We’re also looking for vol¬ 
unteers to join the NERC 
and play a greater role in 
making sure Northamp¬ 
tonshire is better prepared 
for a major incident.” 


Volunteers don’t need to 
commit a minimum amount 
of time a month, but need to 
be on-call when they can. 
They receive regular train¬ 
ing, information and sup¬ 
port to maintain their skills 
and knowledge.

Cross-county car 
chase hit 80 mph

A car chase that started in 
Northampton town centre 
and came to a crashing end 
in a village 15 miles away 
resulted in three arrests - 
including one for allegedly 
making threats to kill. 

The pursuit started in The 
Drapery at around 11.45am 
last, when the car failed to 
stop for officers who were 
alerted to the vehicle being 
driven without insurance. 

The car sped off towards the 
north of the county, heading 
along Barrack Road and then 
the A5199. 


The chase went through 
villages such as Spratton, 
Creaton and Thornby, reach¬ 
ing speeds of up to 80mph in 
wet weather conditions. 

Fortunately, the car was 
finally brought to a stop in 
Welford after the man 
attempted to reverse and 
head towards the junction of 
the A14. 

One of the five police cars 
involved in the chase had to 
make contact with the Seat 
car using their own vehicle to 
completely stop it. 

When the driver was 
apprehended, police found 
he was carrying a ‘knuckle 


knife’, and arrested him for 
failure to stop, dangerous 
driving and other traffic 
offences. 

A female passenger was 
arrested for being in posses¬ 
sion of Class A drugs, and a 
male passenger was arrested 
on suspicion of threats to kill. 

PC Will Corlett, of Northants 
Police, who was involved in 
the pursuit, later Tweeted: 
“Great team work between 
response officers and 
EMPOSS (East Midlands 
specialist operations team) 
colleagues to bring the pur¬ 
suit to a safe conclusion, 
paperwork time.”

A heartbroken mum 
who suffered three mis¬ 
carriages in two years 
finally had her first 
child, ‘thanks to Roy’. 

Rachel Pryor, aged 28, is 
one of the thousands of 
mums who were able to 
start a family thanks to 
William ‘Roy’ Davies. 

And this week, she and 
her fiance Keith Hayers 
are one of hundreds of 
parents paying tribute to 
the consultant in obstet¬ 
rics and gynaecology at 
Northampton General 
Hospital, following his 
sudden death before 
Christmas. 

Miss Pryor, a nanny 
who lives with her fiance 
in St Crispin, said: “I first 
met Mr Davies after I suf¬ 


fered my first miscar¬ 
riage, and he was just 
amazing. 

“He tried loads of dif¬ 
ferent medication, but 
unfortunately we suf¬ 
fered another two mis¬ 
carriages under his care. 
But he was still just fabu¬ 
lous through all of that 
and supported us. 

“I once went into his 
office and cried, and he 
cried with me - but he 
would turn it round and 
say ‘don’t give up hope, 
keep trying, it will hap¬ 
pen’. He just always 
believed in me. 

“And then after three 
years of trying, and more 
medication, I finally 
became pregnant. And 
now we have our 
15-month-old boy 
Benjamin, and it’s thanks 
to Mr Davies.”

Big hike in driving 
test cancellations

More than 700 driving tests 
were cancelled by examiners 
in just a short space of four 
months this year in 
Northampton, figures have 
revealed. 

A Freedom of Information 
request by the Northants 
Herald and Post has revealed 
that between April and fuly, 
716 practical tests out of 2,279 
booked were cancelled in the 
town. 

In July alone, 265 tests out of 
478 were cancelled - which 
works out as 55.4 per cent of 
booked tests called off. 

In April, this figure was 33.3 
per cent (192 cancelled of 
576), followed by 21.5 per cent 
(121 of 561) in May, and 20.7 
per cent (138 of 664) in June. 

But in the same four-month 
period in 2014, just 67 tests 
were cancelled - all by exam¬ 
iners - out of 2,856. 

Although the figures 
obtained only go up to 


September, it is expected 
December will see another 
spike in cancellations after 
driving examiners across the 
country staged a strike in a 
row over working hours. 

One driving instructor who 
has been hit hard by the can¬ 
cellations is Andrew Batty, the 
owner of independent 
Northants-based driving 
school A-drive tuition, who 
has had 12 driving tests can¬ 
celled in the last six months. 

Andrew, aged 41, of 
Kingsthorpe Grove, said of the 
figures: “It is frustrating and 
quite alarming I think. 

“You spend so long building 
a pupil up to be ready for a 
test, and the waiting list is 
about three to four months, so 
it’s also difficult to judge when 
the person is ready for the test 
or not, as there is such a long 
waiting period, it’s a bit of a 
guessing game. 

“And then when you turn up 
at the test centre having pre¬ 
pared them for so long - bear¬ 
ing in mind at this point they 


are very stressed and worked 
up about it - to then just to be 
told you will have to wait for 
another three months. As an 
instructor, that is very frus¬ 
trating. For the pupils, it is 
very disappointing.” 

“The number of tests being 
booked have gone up dramat¬ 
ically and there are not 
enough examiners to cope 
with them.” 

Driver and Vehicle Standards 
head of operations, Phil Lloyd, 
commented: ““Driving tests 
are only ever cancelled as a 
last resort and we do every¬ 
thing we can to make sure 
that tests can go ahead wher¬ 
ever possible. 

“There was an unforeseen 
short term issue at the 
Northampton driving test 
centre that resulted in a high¬ 
er number of cancellations 
and any candidate who unfor¬ 
tunately had their test can¬ 
celled will not have been 
charged to take another test. 
The issue at Northampton has 
now been resolved.”

Charity appeal at 
loss of contract

County charity Service Six is one of the vic¬ 
tims of Northamptonshire County Council’s 
£77m budget cuts. 

The charity which provides a wide range of 
free support, therapy, information and posi¬ 
tive activity services in Northamptonshire 
and Buckinghamshire for children, young 
people, adults and families, has been told its 
contracts with NCC will be terminated with¬ 
in three months. 

It is now calling on the county council to 
open up a dialogue to see what can be done to 
‘work with us to look at ways to reconfigure 
the contract’. 

In a statement Service Six said: “We find 
ourselves in a very surprising and disap¬ 
pointing position. Less than halfway into a 
six week public consultation we have been 
served with three months’ notice for the ter¬ 
mination of the contracts without any dia¬ 
logue to investigate how we as a partnership 
may assist NCC to meet the financial chal¬ 


lenges they are facing. 

“The decommissioning of the service will 
result in NCC losing these valuable assets. We 
would urge the council to reconsider this 
decision and enter into a dialogue with us to 
look at ways to reconfigure the contract. 

“We could proactively support NCC in con¬ 
sidering lower cost needs led solutions with 
those at the heart of the need. In this way 
NCC would not incur further costs on decom¬ 
missioning and re-commissioning services. 

“It is important to say our commitment to 
our charitable objectives and the welfare of 
the most disadvantaged members of our 
community transcends the local authority 
contracts and should the situation remain we 
all affirm our pledge to do all we can to 
ensure the appropriate and ethical comple¬ 
tion of contract services for those very vul¬ 
nerable service users and to seek alternative 
funds to progress needs led interventions. 

“We would urge you to take up our genuine 
offer for an open dialogue to utilise existing 
contract resources and expertise to reach 
solutions to mitigate the worst impact against 
the inevitable spending cuts.”

A shell-shocked martial arts 
teacher from Northampton 
thought he had received a 
tax demand when an 
important letter was posted 
to him - only to discover it 
was an MBE. 

Cargin Moss, from Little 
Billing, has been recognised 
in the Queen’s New Year 
Honours List for his services 
to taekwondo, the commu¬ 
nity and charity. 

The 54-year-old has 
become well known as the 
face behind the Cargin Moss 
Black Belt Academy, a mar¬ 
tial arts club based at Nene 
Enterprise Centre in 
Semilong. 

But it is through the acade¬ 
my, which master trainer 
Moss set up in 2000, that the 
London-born man has been 
able to raise more than 
£150,000 in 68 events - all in 
the name of charity. 

“When I received the letter 
announcing the news, the 
envelope had HM Services 
on it, so I thought it was a 
tax demand!” Cargin said. 

“But when I opened it, all 
of a sudden I was getting an 
MBE! 

“I am still gobsmacked 
even now, it is so surreal.” 

The father-of-three 
admits he has struggled to 
keep the news quiet, and 


that only his family knew of 
the big news, until 10.30pm 
last Wednesday night when 
he could finally reveal all. 

“We have been all tied 
down to secrecy,” he said. 

“We went to a quiz the 
other day and they were ask¬ 
ing what is the highest 
award - an MBE or OBE? At 
this point we were biting our 
tongues. 

“We’ve had to keep each 
other in check so we don’t 
spill the beans, and thank¬ 
fully we have stuck to 
our word.lt has been 
a great weight off 
my shoulders.” 

Master trainer 
Moss has devoted 
his life to helping ! 
people around 
him, and has been 
teaching martial 
arts to people of all 
ages and walks of 
life for over 
three dec¬ 
ades. 


During his time teaching 
martial arts, he has also 
spent a lot of his time 
spreading help to charities 
and the community.

job in itself. It’s so rewarding 
and it’s such a pleasure to get 
the amount of testimonials I 
hear from people.

My magical baking essentials

on her kitchen essentials

tilt the cake when you are 
working on the side of it. 

Then there’s my trusty 
mixer -1 would not be with¬ 
out this little machine, if I 
didn’t have this my arm 
would either be the size of a 
tree trunk or unable to work 
at all 

I also have many other 
tools that I have bought 
over the last 12+ years 
which include cutters of all 
different sizes and types, 
moulds, tins and my air¬ 
brush. I also have a printer 
which helps in the produc¬ 
tion of edible images. 


I’ve been baking cakes and 
cookies for over 10 years. I’d 
like to introduce you to my 
world. 

I’d like to introduce you to 
just some of the essentials I 
use every day when creat¬ 
ing my cakes. These are in 
addition to two items which 
I would not be without. 

First there are my turnta¬ 
bles. They allow me to work 
easily around the cakes 
without having to lift them 
constantly (which is great 
for airbrushing, also when 
the cakes are heavy) 

One turntable allows you 



1: Large rolling pin (essential for covering large cakes) 

2: Small rolling pin [easier to handle for smaller detailed work) 

3: Long knife (great for levelling large and small cakes) 

4: Trex (essential for rolling sugarpaste out onto to prevent sticking) 

5: Palette knife (for spreading those fillings and covering your cake before laying over the icing) 

6: Small thin palette knife (great for lifting cut out shapes and flower making) 

7: Smoother (essential for getting that icing smooth around your cakes) 

8: Dowels (great for rolling icing/dough between to get an even thickness, also essential for 
structure inside tiered cakes) 

9: Tape measure (essential for so many things) 

10: Cocktail sticks (l use these for getting the gel colourings out of their tiny pots)! 

11: Paint brushes (again so many uses) 

12: Basic tool set [these are double ended tools which you can create many different effects with) 
13: Cake release (a white substance I use to cover my more unusual shaped tins with before 
cooking the cakes - they fall straight out after cooking) 

14: Gel paste colours (used to colour icings - these are used with sugar paste, as liquid colours 
would render the icing too sticky. They can also be used with royal icing and buttercream) 

15: Ribbon cutter (this tool allows you to cut straight pieces of icing at various widths and lengths) 
16: Work mat (a non-stick mat which I use every day)

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Team of ten tried 
to save girl’s life

A team of ten doctors battled 
to save the life of a teenager 
without knowing she was 
suffering from a rare disor¬ 
der. 

A Northampton inquest 
heard that Esme Blore- 
Rimmer, 17, from Stevington 
in Bedfordshire, was admit¬ 
ted to Northampton General 
Hospital a day after returning 
home sick from Reading 
Festival in 2013. 

There were no paediatric 
facilities open at Bedford and 
Esme underwent tests at 
NGH that returned normal 
results, despite her continued 
sickness. 

She was moved to the pae¬ 
diatric high dependency unit 
but an hour later went into 
cardiac arrest. 

Dr Richard Evans, an anaes¬ 
thetist at Northampton who 
treated Esme, said her blood 
pressure, pulse and oxygen 
levels were all normal. 

He said: “We thought maybe 
she had meningitis as her 
parents were adamant she 
had not knowingly taken 
drugs.

“Her blood gas was abnor¬ 
mal and that was always wor¬ 
rying us but there was no 
explanation for what it could 
be.” 

Despite a team of 10 doctors 
working for three hours to 
resuscitate her, Esme was 
declared dead at 9.38pm. 

Dr Evans, struggling to hold 
back tears as he gave his evi¬ 
dence, added: “We weren’t 
expecting her to have a car¬ 


diac arrest. She went into a 
circulatory and metabolic 
tailspin and there was noth¬ 
ing more we could do.” 

Unknown to Esme or her 
family and friends, she suf¬ 
fered from a rare inherited 
metabolic disorder called 
Medium Chain Acyl- 
coenzyme A Dehydrogenase 
Deficiency (MCADD), a con¬ 
dition which impairs the 
body’s ability to break down 
fatty acid, allowing toxins to 
build up in the blood stream. 

Doctors did not chase the 
test results which might have 
revealed this, but even if they 
had, by that stage there would 
not have been time to save 
Esme. 

Recording a narrative ver¬ 
dict, senior coroner Anne 
Pember said: “I do not criti¬ 
cise Northampton General 
Hospital for failing to reach a 
diagnosis, even if they’d 
known it was a metabolic dis¬ 
order at 4pm it is unlikely her 
condition could have been 
reversed.” 

She said to the family: “As a 
mother of two daughters I 
cannot imagine your grief 
and I am truly, sincerely sorry 
for your loss.”

An independent family-run 
music store in Northampton 
has relocated next door to a 
smaller premises - as it bat¬ 
tles to cope with the boom of 
online shopping. 

St Giles Music, run on St 
Giles Terrace in the town cen¬ 
tre by father and son Phil and 
Simon Job, downsized on 
January 4 to its current music 
studio next door. 

The 28-year-old business 
had operated at the previous 
store since it first opened in 


1988, but due to the increase 
of people migrating online to 
buy their music products for 
cheaper prices, the owners 
have been forced to downsize 
to cope with costs. 

“We have struggled for the 
last four or five years,” Simon, 
aged 39, said. “The last few 
years have become quite dif¬ 
ficult with regards to the sell¬ 
ing of instruments, because 
many people now are quite 
happy just ordering instru¬ 
ments blindly on the internet, 
so we find that we are selling 
less of them. 

“Also with the way the inter¬ 


net goes and discounting, we 
don’t make as much money 
on sales - you lose your mar¬ 
gins on them. The running of 
the business is much more 
difficult when you’re not 
making as much money on 
the instruments. 

“People will come in and 
take your advice and a lot of 
them will go away and just 
buy them elsewhere. 

“So we are taking into 
account all the different fac¬ 
tors. Instead of not being here 
at all, we have decided to 
downsize and carry on doing 
what we have always done.”

Drivers who were caught on CCTV 
performing ‘ridiculous’ illegal 
u-turns to avoid a traffic jam on 
the Ml will not be prosecuted, 
Northants Police have said. 

CCTV footage captured dozens of 
vehicles, including a coach, carry¬ 
ing out the manoeuvres in July 


2015 to avoid a queue further 
ahead, which was caused by a seri¬ 
ous accident at J19 in Northants. 

The footage, released by police, 
showed drivers at J18, near Crick, 
performing u-turns on the motor¬ 
way and heading the wrong way 
down a slip road to get off the Ml. 

Now, six months on, police have 
revealed they have been unable to 
trace the drivers, because the 


number plates on the CCTV foot¬ 
age were not clear enough. 

PC Dave Lee from Northants 
Police said: “Although the footage 
clearly shows the motorists com¬ 
mitting offences, it is not clear 
enough to read the number plates 
of most of the vehicles involved 
and so we have been unable to 
trace the owners and take the 
action we would like to.” 


Filthy food shop is 
closed down using 
hygiene powers 

A newly opened Wellingborough food 
business has been closed by 
Environmental Health Officers using 
emergency hygiene powers. 

Sklep Miesny U Jasia, at 35 Midland 
Road, was closed by officers from the 
Borough Council’s Health Protection 
team who visited the shop on 
December 18 after discovering it had 
recently been opened without the 
council being informed. 

Officers found there was no hot 
water supply to clean food prepara¬ 
tion areas and equipment, or to ena¬ 
ble staff to keep themselves clean; 
there were no hand washing facilities 
where raw meat and ready to eat foods 
were being handled. 

The rear food preparation and stor¬ 
age rooms along with most equipment 
in the rear areas was filthy, with 
flooding and dirty water on the floor, 
waste accumulation, and other equip¬ 
ment in this area, preventing cleaning 
and safe food handling. 

The officers decided that there was 
an imminent health risk and served a 
Hygiene Emergency Prohibition 
Notice upon the company Jadlo Spod 
Strzechy Ltd, to close it, until the 
health risk had been removed. 

The closure was confirmed in 
Northampton Magistrates Court on 
December 22, 2015 when the court 
agreed that there was an imminent 
health risk and issued a court order 
for the premises to remain closed 
until such time as the council is satis¬ 
fied that conditions have improved.

Home movers spend £10,000 
typically making a property theirs 
in the months after they've bought 
it, according to a new report 


S aving for a deposit for 
a house may seem like 
a daunting enough 
task - but new 
research suggests 
you’ll need to squeeze another 
£10,000 out of your wallet just to 
put your own stamp on a 
property. 

And that’s on top of the costs 
you’ve already forked out for in 
order to move. 

A study from Aviva has found 
that home buyers spend £10,010 
doing up their homes in the first 
year of moving in. 

The research was based on 
around 1,000 people across the 
UK who have bought a home in 
the past five years. 

For some, the costs can be far 
more expensive than £10,000, 
with those who extended their 
home after moving paying more 
than £17,000 on average to do so. 

New kitchens and bathrooms 
are a popular choice, with 18% of 
people saying they had put in a 
new kitchen, and the same 
number saying they’d installed a 
new bathroom in the first year of 
living in their home. 

The average amount spent on 
a new kitchen was more than 
£6,000, while people forked out 
more than £3,000 for a bathroom, 
typically. 

One in four (24%) invested in 
new furniture as a more 
straightforward way of updating 
their new home, while one in six 
(17%) bought new technology, 
such as a new TV or surround 
sound system. 


An ambitious 6% of people 
surveyed said they built an 
extension after moving in. 

Meanwhile, many people are 
digging into debt in order to 
make their property “just so”. 

While nearly two-thirds (63%) 
of those surveyed used their 
savings to spruce up their 
property, just under one in five 
(19%) had put their expenses on 
credit cards and 10% relied on 
store credit. 

Furthermore, less than half of 
recent movers said they had 
updated their home insurance to 
reflect the changes they had 
made to their property. 

This could leave some people 
under-insured if they have made 
significant purchases in order to 
put the finishing touches to their 
home. 

Adam Beckett, propositions 
director for Aviva, says: “If 
people are making a lot of new 
purchases, we’d encourage them 
to review their home contents 
insurance, just to make sure 
they’re adequately covered in 
case anything did go wrong. 

“And if people are making 
significant changes, such as 
building an extension or a loft 
conversion, we’d also 
recommend they get in touch 
with their insurer as this could 
mean that they need to update 
their buildings insurance too.” 

The survey found there were 
some features that home buyers 
were particularly keen to change 
after settling in. 



The top 10 “must-change” 
features in the survey were: 

1. Smelly carpets 

2. Dated kitchen 

3. Nicotine-stained walls 

4. Single-glazed windows 

5. Busy wallpaper 

6. Coloured bathroom suite 

7. Patterned carpets 

8. Poor outdoor maintenance, for 
example guttering 

9. Overgrown gardens 

10. Dated features, such as a 
1980s fireplace

Five ways you can add 
a bedroom to your home 

One of the best ways to grow your home in line with your family is to create an extra bedroom. 
You'll have more space, and it could make your home more valuable and sellable to boot 


I The most obvious 
place to put an extra 
bedroom is upstairs, 
with all the others, 
and sometimes it’s 
possible to use the space you 
already have. For example, if the 
main bedroom spans the front of 
the house, you may be able to 
divide it in two, as long as each 
room has a window. 

This may not be as satisfactory 
as adding space, but it can work 
well if your home is big enough 
and you’re on a limited budget. 
When you come to sell, 
remember that couples and 
sharers will probably be looking 
for good-sized double bedrooms, 
while families may be happier to 
have more, smaller bedrooms, if 
it means one for each child. 


2 Unless you have to 
sacrifice a bedroom 
to accommodate the 
staircase up to the 
loft, a better option 
may be converting the loft into a 
bedroom (or bedrooms). If you 
can also fit a bathroom or 
shower room up there, and 
built-in storage, you’ve created 
the perfect suite. 

The best loft conversions boast 
a dormer window across almost 
the entire width of the house, 
although not all homes can have 
this because of planning 
restrictions. Ideally, the line of 
the roof should also be altered 
from sloping to ‘straight’ (viewed 
from the front or back) so that 
what was air above the roof 
becomes room, giving you the 
most usable space. 


3 Creating a 

downstairs bedroom, 
and preferably a 
bathroom or shower 
room next to it, can 
work, providing your home’s 
layout is suitable. Ground-floor 
extensions are usually used to 
add kitchen, dining and living 
space, but they can include 
bedrooms. A two-storey 
extension may be better because 
you can create extra living space 
downstairs and bedrooms 
upstairs, and it should be 
cheaper than doing both a 
ground-floor extension and a loft 
conversion. 

However, you might not get 
planning permission for a 
two-storey extension, whereas 
ground-floor extensions and loft 
conversions can often be done 
without planning, assuming 
your home has standard 
permitted development rights. 




4 Another way to add a 
bedroom is 
converting your 
garage. If the garage 
is mostly used for 
storage and the stuff can be 
stored elsewhere, the garage 
could be more useful and 
valuable as a bedroom, as long as 
it’s converted properly and 
sympathetically. You could even 
put a bedroom on top of the 
garage, as long as there’s space 
to build above it and for a new 
corridor on the first floor. 


5 Cellar conversions 
are popular now, 
especially in 
expensive urban 
areas where it’s hard 
to add space elsewhere. For most 
of us, converting our cellar won’t 
mean creating the type of 
underground ‘palaces’ that make 
the headlines, but even modest 
cellar conversions can be 
expensive to do, not least 
because they have to be tanked 
and usually involve 
underpinning. Cellar bedrooms 
aren’t generally the lightest, 
brightest spaces, but creating 
one is often preferable to moving 
home.

Drivers spoilt for choice with 
2015’s generation of models 


Car launches during 2015 includ¬ 
ed Ford’s heavily revised C-MAX 
range and all-new versions of 
their large Galaxy and S-MAX 
people carriers. Volkswagen too 
introduced an all-new Touran 
model and a revised version of its 
larger Sharan people carrier. 

Rivals Vauxhall, meanwhile, 
launched their VIVA citycar and 
seventh-generation Astra family 
hatchback. Could this finally be 
the model to challenge the Ford 
Focus at the top of the sales 
charts? 

The prospects for it look quite 
good, with extra technology and 
much greater efficiency from an 
impressive range of engines. 

Fiat UK’s resurgence saw the 
launch of the 500X small crosso¬ 
ver and a heavily revised version 
of their cute 500 citycar. 
Associated brand, Jeep, launched 
its first compact SUV with the 
release of its Renegade, based on 
the Fiat 500X. 

If you need something bigger 
than that, then the BMW MINI 
brand will be hoping to tempt 
you with the latest second gener¬ 
ation Clubman model, essentially 
a MINI estate. This time, it’s

based on a BMW and has five 
proper doors and a much strong¬ 
er range of engines. 

Skoda released its impressive 
new third generation Superb 
model, offered in both saloon 
and estate guises. It goes up 
against cars like Toyota’s much 
improved Avensis. The Japanese 
brand has also just heavily 
revised its Auris family hatch too. 

SEAT’S big news meanwhile, is a 


much improved version of their 
Ibiza supermini. One of its key 
rivals has also been much 
improved too, Peugeot’s 208. 
Renault, meanwhile, released its 
first ever entrant in the family¬ 
sized Crossover segment, the 
Qashqai-sized Kadjar model. It’ll 
have plenty of competition, 
including cars like Mitsubishi’s 
revised ASX, with its more effi¬ 
cient new 1.6-litre Di-D engine. 


Hyundai’s new Tucson also wants 
a slice of this market sector. As 
does Subaru’s improved XV with 
its much smarter interior. 

If you like the idea of a 
Crossover but want something a 
little smaller, then you’ve a huge 
choice of models to consider. This 
year, we’ve seen the launch of 
Mazda’s CX-3, SsangYong’s Tivoli 
and that Fiat 500X mentioned 
earlier. Now Honda has weighed 
into this segment with its smart- 
ly-turned-out HR-V model. 

Audi’s range continues to 
expand with the all-new second 
generation version of their 
Q7 large 7-seat luxury SUV, 
which goes into battle directly 
against Volvo’s recently-launched 
XC90. 

Mercedes have plenty of new 
models too. The brand has 
revised it’s A-Class premium 
compact hatch along with its 
first car in the compact SUV sec¬ 
tor - the GLC-Class, which goes 
up against models like BMW’s 
X3 and the Range Rover Evoque. 

If you’re looking for an afforda¬ 
ble little roadster, then you’re in 
luck for Mazda’s new generation 
MX-5 is now with us.

Ford C-MAX 

Take a look inside... 


The Ford C-MAX compact MPV 
has been treated to a wash and 
brush up. Cleaner styling and 
engines are a big draw, with the 
introduction of a Focus-style 
dashboard and a 1.5-litre diesel 
powerplant that’ll be the big 
seller here in the UK. Refinement 
has been improved and there are 
a stack of high-tech options to 
consider. 

The C-MAX was always 
an easy pick for anyone who 
enjoyed driving. It was by far the 
best car in its class when showed 
a B-road. Now that the Golf SV 
is around, that superiority is no 
longer quite so cut and dried, but 
it’s still a class act. Particular at¬ 
tention this time round has been 
paid to improving refinement. 
Noise, vibration and harshness 
have been improved through 
the use of thicker side glass and 
more absorbent seals around the 
tailgate and rear view mirror. 

The star of the engine line-up 
is the 120PS 1.5-litre TDCi diesel 
engine, seen for the first time in 
the C-MAX, replacing the old 
1.6-litre unit. Power goes up by 
five per cent while emissions 
drop by six points. There are also 
the multi-award winning 1.0-litre 
EcoBoost petrol engines, offered 
once again in 100 and 125PS 
outputs. The big capacity diesel 


in the range is a revised 2.0-litre 
150PS unit. 

The design of this C-MAX is 
evolutionary, with many of the 
details being brought up to date 
to reflect contemporary Ford 
thinking. The dynamic styling 
delivers a stronger, sleeker front 
end, featuring Ford’s distinctive 
inverted trapezoidal grille. The 
washer jets have been hidden un¬ 
derneath the windscreen to give 
a cleaner look while the tailgate 
has been given a smoother and 
more sophisticated one-piece 
appearance. 

Inside, you’ll find a dash that’s 
a lot less fussy than the previous 
model, reflecting the customer- 
led design refinements that have 
already been executed on the 
Focus. There are fewer controls 
and switches, while the new 
black satin trim and chrome 
detailing contributes to a cleaner 
look. 

The arrival of new entrants 
into this market, most notably 
the Volkswagen Golf SV means 
that if Ford had been content to 
rest on its laurels it could well 
have seen the C-MAX rapidly 
slip from grace. As it stands, this 
much improved second gen¬ 
eration car looks to have what it 
takes to keep its rivals on its toes 
for some time yet.

Jamie Gibson will be experiencing 
the East Midlands derby from the 
other side for the first time on 
Saturday when he lines up for 
Northampton Saints against former 
club Leicester Tigers. 

The flanker made the switch 
between the rival clubs last summer 
after spending two years with the 
Tigers and has been a consistent per¬ 
former in the Saints’ back row so far 
this season. 

He’s set to receive an ‘interesting’ 
reception from the majority of the 
Welford Road crowd on a day where 
emotions were already guaranteed to 
run high. 

With just four points separating the 
two sides in the Premiership table, 
the stakes are high ahead of the next 
European break. 

Gibson said: “I’m just looking for¬ 
ward to it. In terms of training, it’s no 


different. In many ways, it’s just 
another game. 

“Obviously, there’s been that little 
extra edge to it and people know 
what’s at stake. 

“There are people who have played 
a lot of rugby against each other, peo¬ 
ple know each other very well and 
you just go out there and see what 
you can do and training has just 
reflected that. 

“I’ve got some good friends over 
there, so you’re in contact and obvi¬ 
ously I’ll see them all after the game. 

“Westy has been on my back seeing 
if I can get any inside information out 
of the boys and they’ll be doing the 
same thing I’m sure. But it’s rugby 
first and foremost and you’ll see what 
happens after.” 

Northampton haven’t won at 
Leicester since 2007 and face a tough 
task in trying to end that nine-year 
hoodoo at the weekend as the Tigers 
have a 100 per cent record at Welford 
Road so far this season. 

But they come into the game smart¬ 
ing after being battered and bruised 


by league leaders Saracens last week 
in a match where they conceded 
three penalty tries. 

They were also rocked by the news 
this week that lock Ed Slater will be 
out for two months with a knee liga¬ 
ment injury sustained in that game. 

Gibson said: “Speaking to various 
people that have been at 
Northampton for a long time, I’m not 
sure any of the boys have actually 
won up there. 

“Leicester don’t lose many games at 
home and they haven’t done for a 
long period of time, especially 
against Northampton, so there are a 
lot of boys who will want to go out 
and put a marker down and see if 
they can change that. 

“Obviously they’re missing players, 
but they’ve got a few people coming 
back from injury and it’s 
Northampton, so it’s a new game 
with a different atmosphere and 
there’ll be a different edge to it. 

“They’ll want to react the same way 
we wanted to react after losing to 
London Irish on Boxing Day. 


“There’s going to be a reaction of 
some sort and there might be things 
in training you don’t normally do, 
but you’ve got to put things right and 
see what you can do on the pitch.” 

Gibson isn’t the only Saints player 
with links to Leicester as the girl¬ 
friend of fly-half JJ Hanrahan along 
with her family are Tigers supporters, 
making for a lively household this 
week. 

Hanrahan joked: “They’re 

Northampton fans now anyway,” 
adding: “It’s just a bit of banter, really, 
so all good fun. 

“I’ve obviously never played in this 
kind of derby match and there’s a lot 
of history that comes with it. 

“The only thing I can relate it to is 
the Munster-Leinster rivalry that I 
would have had back home, so I have 
a little bit of experience of that local 
derby and the passion that comes 
with it. 

“When you hear the guys talking 
about what it means to them, it’s 
something you really want to be 
involved in.”

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Ricky is raring to go as 
he eases back into form

Easing Ricky Holmes back into the 
first-team picture is paying off for 
Northampton Town, with the 
winger rapidly returning towards 
the sort of form that has made him 
a fan-favourite at Sixfields. 

A back injury kept the 28-year-old 
out of action for over four months 
and the Cobblers’ form meant that 
manager Chris Wilder didn’t have to 
rush him back once he had recov¬ 
ered. 

He made his comeback off the 
bench in the FA Cup tie against 
Northwich Victoria last month and 
had been restricted to cameos until 
making his first start of the season 
against Barnet last Saturday. 

Holmes marked it by scoring 
Northampton’s second goal in their 
3-0 win and went on to set up Marc 
Richards’ 15th goal of the cam¬ 
paign. 

Wilder said: “We have to take med¬ 
ical advice and we have to make 
sure we don’t lose the player because 
you’ve seen that he’s such an impor¬ 
tant player. 

“He creates the cross for Dominic 
(Calvert-Lewin) against Northwich, 
there’s his goal against Luton, his 
cross for Dom, where he probably 
should have scored against 
Portsmouth. 

“There have been bits and pieces 
when he’s come on the pitch and his 
contribution to Rico’s goal on 
Saturday and his contribution to 
Rico’s goal against Accrington 
shows he’s a massive player for us.

“He was last year and he will be for 
us this year and if we can keep him 
fit, as we can keep everybody fit, 
he’ll have a big part to play.” 

This week has marked the end of a 
couple of loan spells at Northampton 
with striker Dominic Calvert-Lewin 
and midfielder Ryan Watson return¬ 
ing to Sheffield United and Leicester 
City respectively. 

Calvert-Lewin showed some good, 
natural goalscoring instincts with 
his time at the Cobblers, notching 
eight times, including the winner 


against Northwich that led to this 
Saturday’s tie against MK Dons in 
the third round of the FA Cup. 

“Dominic has done great for us,” 
said Wilder. “He’s played his games 
and I should imagine that he’s really 
enjoyed his time here and he’s really 
benefitted from the experience of 
being around a good group of play¬ 
ers and at a good football club. 

“I’m sure he goes back a better 
player for the experience of what 
he’s achieved in his five months 
here.” 


Watson, however, struggled to 
gain a regular place in the side with 
only seven of his 15 appearances in 
what was his second loan with the 
club coming from the start, 

Wilder said: “Ryan’s found it diffi¬ 
cult (and) possibly hasn’t found the 
form he showed when he first came 
to the football club. 

“He’s found it difficult with the 
form of John-Joe (O’Toole), Jason 
Taylor and Joel Byrom and he’s 
found it difficult to force his way 
ahead of those three.”

This weekend brings a break from 
league action for Northampton 
Town as Championship side MK 
Dons visit Sixfields in the third 
round of the FA Cup. 

The Dons may not be regarded as

Northampton Saints backs coach 
Alex King insists the conversation 
he had with England head coach 
Eddie Jones was not about being 
offered a role within his staff. 

What is certain is that King will be 
staying with the Saints for the fore¬ 
seeable future, with Jones expected 
to take charge of England’s attack 
himself for the forthcoming Six 
Nations. 

There had been widespread specu¬ 
lation that the 40-year-old former 
fly-half would be drafted in after 
Northampton director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder revealed Jones’ unofficial 
approach last month. 

But King claims the importance of 
the meeting has been overblown, 
saying: “There’s been so much spec¬ 
ulation about me having a conversa¬ 
tion with Eddie that everyone 
assumed something that was never 
going to happen. 

“Eddie spoke to a few people and 
has made his decision to stick with 
his three coaches going into the Six 
Nations and he’ll run the attack and 
that’s it. 

“Seriously, it was just a conversa¬ 
tion on rugby. He’s gone around the 
clubs and he’s spoken to a lot of 
coaches. 

“For some reason, people have 
speculated and come up with a story. 

“It was just an informal chat about 
rugby. I think had it been about any¬ 
thing more, he would have gone 
down a different route and as far as 


I’m concerned he’s made that deci¬ 
sion, he’s going to run the attack and 
I move on to Leicester on Saturday.” 

Jones has been given the task of 
lifting England from the doldrums 
after a disastrous Rugby World Cup 
that saw them become the first hosts 
to be eliminated at the pool stage. 

King is confident that the 
Australian will be a success, saying: 
“Eddie’s an interesting guy and I 
think he’s going to be fantastic for 


English rugby. 

“I think it’s going to be a breath of 
fresh air, for what he’s going to bring. 
I’m excited to see the squad he picks 
going into that first game (against 
Scotland) and I’m excited to see that 
English rugby is going to bounce 
back after the World Cup. 

King will now be able to keep his 
focus on the rest of Northampton’s 
season and isn’t thinking about 
whether Jones may look to appoint a 


full-time attack coach in the long 
term. 

“I don’t know what his plans will 
be. As I said, all I can do is concen¬ 
trate on what I need to do here. 

“I think it would appeal to any 
English coach (who is) coaching in 
the Premiership. I think you’d be 
mad not to look at it, but there’s a 
long way between now and then and 
I’ve got five months of the season to 
concentrate on with Saints.” 


Shrews striker

Northampton Town have signed 
striker James Collins from League 
One side Shrewsbury Town on loan 
for the rest of the season.
